TENTAIVE CONTRACTS SIGNED 


TO TAKE OWENS RIVER WATER 


Local Irrigating Companies Convinced That Los 


Angeles Is In Earnest. 
Covina District 


May Use Nearly One Thousand Inches. 


Mulholland Will Visit Here. 


At a meeting of the stockholders of I nothing definite must be said of this 


the Covina Irrigating Company, held 
in this city on Wednesday of this 
week, it was voted to follow the plan 
laid down by the directors of the com- 
pany, and contract tentatively for 300 
California miner's inches of irrigating 
water from the Owens river aqueduct, 
the price being 2*4 cents per inch per 
hour. The meeting was given to un- 
derstand that the price included in 
this tentative contract is subject to 
the decision of the Department of Pub- 
lic Service, having to do with the dis- 
tribution of this water, and that a 
uniform price will be fixed by this de- 
partment after all the bids for water 
have been received and after further 
:onferences have been held with the 
ranchers of the San Gabriel valley. 


San Dimas has contracted in the 


same manner for 400 inches of water 
at 2% cents per inch per hour. The 
Columbia Land & Water Company, 
with offices at Covina, has contracted 
'or 200 inches for eight months at 2% 
cents per inch. Azusa has contracted 
'or 500 Inches, and Glendora for 500 
nches. j Monrovia; and Diiatfe are ,alsp 
o be represented.

In a statement made by members 


of the Department of Public Service, 
t is said that the city of Los Angeles 
already has tentative contracts from 
he San Gabriel valley amounting to 


,500 
inches. The contracts issued by 


he various irrigating companies are 


as yet, as the work of construction of 
any kind is up to the city of Los An- 
geles, and their engineers must decide 
all procedure. Mr. Mulholland's visit 
to Covina is considered an important 
one, and much of the future develop- 
ment of the project rests with this 
man.

It is suggested that should applica- 


tions be made sufficient in volume and 
at a price which would justify doing 
so, a conduit could be built from Sau 
iFei-nando to PaSaden^ aii<l;aloug the 
foothills to San Dimas, supplying the 
lands of Lamanda Park, Sierra. Madre, 
Monrovia, Duarte, Azusa, Gldndora, 
Covina, Puente, Charter Oak, San Di- 
mas and Claremont.

President Taft has just made con- 


siderable changes in the National For- 
ests in Montana, Arizona, Nevada, 
Utah and California through presiden- 
tial proclamations modifying the boun- 
dary lines. By these changes nearly 
27;"),000 acres of land are eliminated 
from the forests, about 65,000 acres 
of land are added, and about 55.000 
lacrea are transferred 
between 
two 


forests, while a new forest is created 
by the division of an old unit into two. 


The net result is to bring down 


the total gross area of the National 
Forests to about 187,400,000 acres, of 
which nearly 27,000,000 acres are in 
Alaska. To a considerable extent, how- 
ever, the relations, so far as land ac- 
tually owned by the government is 
concerned, are apparent rather than 
real, owing to heavy alienations in 
the tracts eliminated. .Some 22,000,000 
acres of the National Forest gross 
area are not owned by the govern- 
ment. 


The high-water mark of the total 


National Forest gross area was reach- 
ed in 1900, when the forest boundar- 
ies included over 194,000,000 acres. 
H was then realized, however, that in 
making the examinations 
on which 


the presidential proclamations creat- 
ing the forests were based the work 
had been too rapid to insure in all 
cases the best boundaries. 
Sometimes 


land which, should have been includ- 
ed was left out, while at other times 
land was taken in which was not best 
suited to forest purposes. 


Consequently, a complete overhaul- 


ing and rectification of the forest boun- 
daries has been going on ever since. 
By successive proclamations President 
Taft has eliminated nearly 11,000,000 
acres, while he has added about 4,000,- 
000 acres. 


In Montana the new proclamation 


eliminated a total of 116,370 acres 
from six forests—the Custer, Absar- 
oka, Blackfeet, Kootanai, Lewis and 
Clairk and1 
Flathead—wrtule 
14,640 


acres are transferred from the Black- 
feet to the Kootenai and 40,640 from 
the Kootenai to the Blackfeet, to fa- 
cilitate 
administration. 
In 
Arizona, 


106,540 acres are eliminated from the 
Coronado National Forest. In Neva- 
da 49,840 acres are eliminated from 
the Humbolt and 55,840 acres added, 
of which 12,800 acres are included in 
^he new Ruby National Forest, com- 
posed principally of that part of the 
old Humbolt lying south of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad. In' Utah, 1,340 
acres are eliminated from the Se- 
vier, while in California, 8,680 ncres 
are added to the Shasta and 480 acres 
to the Klamatn. 


The greater part of the land added 


to the Shasta was eliminated from 
the forest in December, 1910, but was 
found later to contain a good stand 
of second-growth yellow pine, which 
made it desirable to restore the land 
to the forest. The addition t.o tho 
Klamath comprises the N. E. 1 4 and 
the S. E. 1-2 of Section 26, T. 48, R. S, 
W. Mt. Diablo Meridian, and is re- 
ported to contain 12,000,000 feflt of 
merchantable saw timber, which the 
forest service expects to sell short- 
ly, under provisions which will in- 
sure protection to young growt'i and 
reproduction of the forest aft'jr cut- 
ting.

MACADAM ROADS. 
THE CLIFF DWELLERS. 


Have They Become Antiquated Since 


The Coming of the Swiftly-Moving 


Automobile? 


To those who travel muclT in motor 


cars the problem of a road construc- 
tion system, adequate to the tremen- 
dous strain of present-day traffic, and 
within the means of the average pub- 
lic, 
presents itself strongly. Almost 


everywhere, even on highways recent- 
ly built, and supposed the last word 
in modernity, one finds stretches that 
have failed. 


Automobilists almost agree that oil 


on dirt roads is a nuisance. As says 
the Monitor, the country is waiting 
for another John Macadam who shall 
carry road making as far from now- 
adays condition as ho did a hundred 
years ago. 
His invention stood ad- 


mirably the test of light and tolerably 
the test of heavy traffic for nearly a 
century, and it is no small testimonial 
to the man whose name it bears that 
during that period it survived most 
of the systems for ordinary highway 
construction brought forward as sub- 
stitutes. The great, merit of macadam 
was the availibility of the material 
and 
the 
cheapness 
with which it 


could be laid. 


The macadam system was adopted 


in all parts of the United States where 
such construction was at all feasible. 
It superseded miles and miles of "cor- 
duroy." It was used to surface the 
turnpikes. It was employed in mak- 
ing of town and city streets. In the 
earlier years the stone was broken by 
hand; then came the wonderful rock 
crusher. 
At first the smaller stones 


were pressed with mauls between the 
interstices of the foundation stones; 
then came the still more wonderful 
steam roller. Of late years screenings 
of various kinds have been rolled, 
with, or aver, the stones, and in many 
instances a sand and tar mixture has 
been added to give the roadway a 
more consistent, a smoother and a 
more durable surface, but, these in- 
novations notwithstanding, the pro- 
cess introduced in 1816 by John Lou- 
don Macadam has continued down to 
the present day. 


The sturdy and inventive Scotchman 


knew nothing of the automobile; es- 
pecially ignorant was he of the pneu- 
matic tire and its suction and road- 
destroying power. 
He built only in 


the light of existing conditions, and 
he built well. Today, however, the 
macadam road will not do. Nothing 
is plainer than that it is passing rap- 
idly and must soon pass completely. 
It cannot stand up under the vacuum- 
creating influence of the rubber tire; 
its surface is disintegrated; its parti- 
cles are ground into fine dust; the 
circumambient air is filled with lime- 
stone, and roadside vegetation and 
city millinery suffer alike. 


Jn the annual handbooks we read 


that scores of committees and com- 
missions 
are 
working on the road 


pavement problem, have been work- 
ing on it for the last five years, expect 
to be working on it for the next five. 
Macadam is passing, but nothing that 
promises to take its place has yet 
got. 
beyond the experimental point. 


Of course, there are many superior 
pavements now, and there are many 
successful 
dust-prevention 
devices, 


but, 
as remarked above, the merit of 


Macadam's system was that the ma- 
terial was commonly available and 
the cost of construction low. If there 
is to be general road reconstruction 
in the United States, a pavement 
must be introduced that will come 
within the means of the public. The 
attempt to use the high-class and 
high-priced 
pavements of .the city 


streets and boulevards would go far 
to bankrupt the taxpayers of the na- 
tion.—San Bernardino Index.

University of California Has Assem- 


bled Large Number of Interesting 


Relics. 


University of California, July ,",.— 
An entire new exhibit entitled "In 


the Footsteps 
of the 
Cliff-dwellers" 


and illustrating the life and remains 
of the prehistoric inhabitants of the 
Southwest and their modern desnnnd- 
ants, will be opened to the public for 
the first time on July 4 at the Uni- 
versity of California museum of an- 
thropology, at the affiliated colleges 
on Parnassus avenue in San Francis- 
co. This is the fifth successive dis- 
play to be put on view in the "revolv- 
ing exhibit room" in the nine months 
the museum has been open. 


The collection, which is really a 


combination of eight separately form- 
ed collections, reveals especially the 
intimate and personal side of the ex- 
istence of the famous "inhabitants of 
the precipices." 
The sandals which 


they 
wore, the tiny fringed 
skirt 


which some little girl a thousand 
years ago tied around her waist, the 
paint with which her mother decorat- 
ed herself, or the bone needle with 
which she sewed, are to be seen by 
the side of the hunter's bow and ar- 
row. 


Coming down to a more recent per- 


iod, 
the pottery of the modern Pueb- 


los still illustrates the ancient meth- 
ods of making the ware. The Navajo 
blanket is an up-to-date survival in 
wool of the old technique in aborig- 
inally grown cotton. The ceremonial 
dolls and brightly colored snake dance 
paraphernalia of the Hopis contain 
the religious symbols used by their 
prehistoric ancestors. The whole pic- 
turesque modern Indian life of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico thus finds its 
explanation in the remnants of the 
cliff-dwellers' past. 


Of special interest are a blood- 


painted 
bow and a stone 
metate 


which once belonged to the notorious 
Geronimo, who for four years suc- 
ceeded 
in defying 
or eluding the 


United States army. There is also a 
series of 
masks of Pueblo Indian 


heads cast in plaster from the living 
subject and therefore faithful in ev- 
ery detail. 


The exhibit will remain on view 


only during July and August, when in 
consonance with the museum's policy 
it must be removed to give place to 
another special 
temporary 
installa- 


tion. The Egyptian, Californian, Peru- 
vian, and Greek halls remain perma- 
nently open to the public.

The Public Ownership Idea. 


The Argus has its postoffiee mail box crowded with newsparers re- 


ceived each day on exchange—dailies, weeklies, fruit papers, technical 
papers and miscellaneous periodicals. Glancing through these papers 
during the past year, it is really surprising how'many cities and towns 
in the state of California are either voting, getting'ready to vote, or 
Lave voted for municipal improvements. 


Pasadena has been savagely attacked for several years by the 


lighting corporations because that city dared to establish municipal 
lighting plants. The corporations lied, misrepresented, cajoled and 
coaxed, in order to prevent the. voters from acquiring a municipal 
plant, and finally sent men into tho city to make a house to house 
•canvass, talking with every householder, offering the electric light 
at half what it had been, cutting prices ruthlessly, and in face of it 
all, when the corporation thought it had offered lighting current at 
incredibly low prices, the municipal plant furnished lighting cheaper 
than any corporation had offered, and made a profit for the year of 
over fifty thousand dollars. 


Riverside has owned its own plant for several years. The reports 


'annually from this plant have been printed several times in the Argus. 
There is always a surplus for the city over and above all improve- 
ments and extensions of lines and cost of maintenance and installa- 
tion of new generating machinery. 


Over a dozen cities in California are now arranging or have already 


arranged for the taking over of the existing water systems, with the 
view of making a modern municipal system. 
Fullerton is thinking 


of putting down wells, as is also Burbank and Glendale. It takes a 
long time for these things to come about, but you can't fool Un- 
people all the time.

COMMISSIONER PAYS VISIT. 


Fifty men in Covjna, who have con- 


stituted the active membership of the 
Covina Chamber of Commerce for the 
past year, will be asked to contribute 
to the support of the park on Badillo 
street, known as the "Rest Gardens," 
the support to be continued until the 
rity of Covina can take the park off 
their hands. C. \V. Potter. K. P. War- 
i:er, W. \V. Xash and others of the 
Chamber of Commerce, appeared be- 
fore the city trustees Tuesday night 
and asked that the city take over the 
park and maintain it. Mayor Heards- 
!'•>• smiled sympathetically, but said: 
"\Ve can't do it, Mr. Potter. The city 
is busted." 


This seems to be the condition of 


things, both in the city and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. I'ntil the taxes are 
paid in the late fall, the city will have 
barely enough money to pay the sal- 
ary expenses, which is a chronic con- 
dition with moot small 
cities. 
The 


Chamber of Commerce has no money. 


Secretary A. it. Bryan of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce read a report on the 
money expended by the Chamber on 
the park, showing that over IfiOO had 
been spent by the Chamber and by 
the ladies of the Monday Afternoon 
club. 


"This money," said Mr. Bryan, "rep- 


resents the voluntary gifts of about 
fifty interested 
men and the labor 


and money also contributed by the 
interested women of our local club.! 
We believe that these two bodies! 
have given the park a good start, and . 
we think it is now up to the city to j 
take over the expense of 'maintaining 
it." 
| 


Mayor Beardsley and other members ; 


of the council were quick in commend-1 
ing the Chamber of Commerce and j 
the ladies for the work accomplished, j 
and expressed the opinion that the 
citizens should feel grateful for what 
has been done. But he made it plain 
that the city had no money that could 
be expended in that manner. 


Mr. Nash was of the opinion that 


fifty men. ought not to be asked to 
maintain a park that was for the 
benefit of all the citizens, and that the 
most equable way of keeping up the 
expense was to have the city acquire 
the property and maintain it out of 
general taxation. The city trustees 
finally made a verbal promise that 
the city will take some action in the 
fall, after money has begun to come 


in, but in the meantime the park 
must be supported by popular sub- 
scription. 


"\Ve will call on the members of 


the city council for two dollars each 
month, then," said Mr. Potter. "You 
don't want to let too many months go 
by, as it will be expensive to your 
own pocketbooks."

j Chamber has an option with the own- 


j er, and can purchase the property at 
the end of two years, or before that 
time, for $0,000. It was the opinion 
of the board of trustees that the park 
is a good asset, and that the city 
should own such a place, but no ac- 
tion will be taken for the present. 


SAX BERNARDIN'O ROAD. 


City Engineer Dessery told the city 


trustees that he believed a rigid in- 
spection of the work to be done on 
San Bernardino road 
will pay the 


city in eliminating trouble and 
ex- 


pense. Mr. Dessery stated that con- 
siderable trouble had been met with 
in building other city streets because 
the inspectors had allowed the con- 
tractors to lay portions of the street 
in a manner iiot, according to the 
specifications, and that after the dam- 
age had been done, the inspectors in- 
sisted on the mistakes being rectified. 
While the inspection had been done in 
an admirable manner with this par- 
ticular exception, Mr. Dessery believ- 
ed that the city should "lock the door 
before the horse is stolen," and rec- 
ommended that the inspectors on San 
Bernardino road be rigidly instructed 
to forestall all mistakes instead of 
waiting until the material was down 
before making a protest. The city 
trustees agreed with the engineer in 
this respect. The inspectors for this 
new piece of work have not yet been 
appointed. Mr. Dessery gave his opin- 
ion that College street is now in a 
satisfactory condition, although the 
city has not yet accepted the street.

A Word On Election Of 


Delegates By Districts 


Two correspondents, within the last 


week have written to the Argus, ask- 
ing the status of the alleged steal of 
California delegates in the Repub-. 
llcau convention. No doubt' many oth- 
ers who have not the facts at hand, 
are wondering what it was that caused 
the terrible hullaballoo on the part 
of Johnson and Heney. Here are the 
facts: 


To begin with, the Republican party 


at its first national convention in 1856, 
•when James C. Fremont was named 
for president, decided that each dele- 
gate was to be elected from a con- 
. Rressional district, while delegates at 


ku-ge. were to be chosen from 
the 


states. Let our enquiring correspon- 
dent remember that this rule was laid 
down before Col. Roosevelt or Presi- 
dent Taft were bom. 


In 18SO, when the great republican 


Chiefs, such as Conkling of New York, 
Logan of Illinois, Washburn of .Min- 
nesota, and Morton of Indiana, were 
in their prime, an effort was made to 
nominate Gen. Grant for a third term 
as president. These Republican lead- 
ers (bosses in 
their 
day) 
fought 


against James G. Blaine, who was 
The idol of his party in those days. 
These leaders knew that if they could 
make state delegations vote as a unit, 
and not as separate congressional dis- 
tricts, they might win Grant's nomi- 
nation, and with that end in view, 
they worked for months. 
Conkling 


had the whole state of New York del- 
egation pledged to support Grant as 
a solid body. Logan, Morton, Wash- 
burn aiid Cameron did likewise with 
delegations 
from 
their 
respective 


states. 


But when these leaders got into the 


national convention the matter of unit 
state vote or congressional district 
vote wafi debated for two days. Gar- 
field of Ohio, Hoar of Massachusetts, 
Windon of Minnesota, and Depew of 
New York, locked horns with Conk- 
ling. Logan and Washburn, and the 
convention decided on congressional 
district representation.

the time the law was in process of en- 
actment, there were numerous Repub- 
lican leaders who called Gov. John- 
son's attention to the law, which was 
out of harmony with the rule of na- 
tional Republican conventions for fifty 
years, but he went ahead aiiyhow. 


Last May California held her pri- 


mary elections for national conven- 
tion delegates. 
When 
the 
returns 


were in it was found that the fourth 
congressional district (which is com- 
posed of San Francisco) gave a mar- 
jority for the Tail delegates. All the 
rest of the state went for Roosevelt 
overwhelmingly. 
The 
secretary of 


state issued certificates of election to 
the 
Roosevelt 
delegates 
from 
the 


fourth district because he was govern- 
ed by the California, state law, but, at 
the time, he declared that the national 
Republican convention would never 
deviate from its ancient rule, and 
recognize the new California law for 
solid, or unit, delegations. 


So it came about, just as party lead- 


ers all over the union predicted, the 
national Republican committee, act- 
ing by a rule several times asserted in 
conventions since 1856, would not rec- 
ognize the new-fangled California law 
as the law of a convention of the 
\vhoh- nation. The committee found 
that the fourth congressional district 
of California had elected Tat't dele- 
gates, and the committee abided by its 
never-varying and old rule to recog- 
ni/e congressional districts only. 


For that reason the able and con- 


scientious 
committee 
selected 
two 


delegates from California, while Gov. 
Johnson and Heney raved and storm- 
ed and called the convention a pack 
of thieves. 


That's the sum and substance of this 


wild talk about how two 
delegates 


were stolen from California for Taft. 


Hiram, the first, and his satelites, 


made a great hue and cry over the 
"stealing" of two Taft votes from this 
state. The facts are that the national 
committee seated two Tat't delegates 
from a California district which gave 
a Taft majority, while the state-wide 
preference was lor Roosevelt. In .Mas-

were < hosen. while the state-wide pre- 
f'-reiice was lor Taft. 


William Wood, newly-elected horti- 


cultural commissioner for Los Ange- 
les county, was a visitor in Covina on 
Tuesday, and in company with Inspec- 
tors James R. Hodges and S. L. Spen- 
cer, made a tour of inspection of the 
groves in these districts. With them 
was M. W. Swigart, horticultural in- 
spector at Whittier. 


Mr. Wood, in talking over horticul- 


tural conditions while at the Argus 
office, said that the county must look 
upon the question of the red spider 
with a degree of earnestness that it 
deserves. 
This pest has not been 


handled exactly in the same manner 
as that of the more prevalent black 
scale, as the county officials insist on 
the 
law being enforced 
regarding 


black scale, and make a thorough and 
systematic campaign against it. The 
red spider, while it is a grave ques- 
tion, has not been included in manda- 
tory 
"clean-up" 
orders as yet, al- 


though the law governing the eradica- 
tion of pests most assuredly includes 
the red spider as a pest. Mr. Wood 
believes that the rancher should be- 
more and more earnestly urged to 
clean up the red spider, and for this 
reason, is organizing a campaign of 
education along this line. The com- 
missioner believes that as the ranch- 
er is educated to the menace from the 
red spider, he will allow the work of 
eradication to be done, in fact will 
order it done himself, instead of wait- 
ing for orders from the commissioner's 
office. 


One of the methods to be employed 


by the new horticultural commissioner 
is to spend more time in the field than 
in the office in Los Angeles. The com- 
missioner thinks he can be of more 
service to the rancher by keeping in 
close contact with him, and by visit- 
ing him instead of waiting for the 
rancher to come to the Los Angeles 
office. 


The commissioner is also interested 


in the practical study of chlorosis, or 
mottled leaf, and stated while here 
that he believes that the work being 
done by Horticultural Inspector Hod- 
ges of Covina is among the most val- 
uable of investigations along the line 
of mottled leaf that are being carried 
on in the state. 


Inasmuch as Mr. Wood has been 


himself a 
practical investigator in 


horticultural problems for the last 
thirty years, he appreciates the* work 
of practical men. He was in confer- 
ence with a number of Covina growers 
in relation to cultural questions, and 
will make visits frequently to this 
district.

It is said that literally tens 


of thousands of these people began 
two and three years ago to pay for 
their future passage to the new world, 
via Panama. 
The tickets were sold 


to them on the installment plan, a few 
cents or a dollar a month to be paid, 
until the time of departure 
should 


see the full passage paid. 


Recently we have learned that mil- 


lions of dollars are already going into 
great new vessels, rapidly being built 
to take care of this very traffic. The 
steamship companies admit that the 
contracts were let for these vessels 
long ago in order that they may be 
ready at the canal's opening. 


What are we in Southern Califor- 


nia to do about this? What will be 
the effect upon labor conditions and 
upon life in this country when the 
vast hordes are dumped upon us? It 
must be remembered that the Pacific 
Coast is not prepared to "assimilate" 
a great influx of undesirable immi- 
grants as the densely populated east- 
ern states are. 
When these people

Miss Libby illustrated her lecture

She spoke of 
the well-known meadowlark, .who is 
now on trial. In the case of the peo- 
ple against the 
meadowlark, Miss 


Libby says that a large portion of the 
evidence already in, points to. a pos- 
sible vindication of the bird, but the 
trial,will go on for some time. It is 
true, she says, that this songster eats 
a great deal of grain, but an analysis 
of the stomachs of many hundreds of 
these birds, already made by state in- 
vestigators, show that the bird is also 
a greedy feeder on grubs, worms, flies 
and like foods. Up until the present 
time the grain food found in the stom- 
achs of meadowlarks is much smaller 
in percentage to that of grubs and in- 
sects tfcat do harm to growing grain.

The speaker has a strong arraign- 


ment against the English sparrow, and 
advocates that wherever the nests of 
these birds are found, they be destroy- 
ed, along with eggs and young. Very 
few of these birds are found in South- 
ern California as yet, but they are 
spreading, and Miss Libby cautions 
everyone to be on the lookout for 
them. English sparrows fight, hector 
and molest all other birds, and make 
it impossible for them to dwell in the 
same locality. A member of the Co- 
vina club corroborated the speaker 
during the afternoon, in telling of the 
woods in and around Oakland, which 
years ago were filled with song-birds. 
The English sparrows drove them out. 
Care must be taken, however, not to 
destroy birds which look very much 
like English sparrows, and for this 
reason a study of the different species 
should 
be 
made. 
Covina ranchers 


seemed to agree that there are few, 
if any, English sparrows in the San 
Gabriel valley. 


The speaker told of the prodigious 


amount of mice, ground squirrels and 
other small vermin killed by the sev- 
eral kinds of California owls, and said 
that the number of chickens killed by 
owls was very small in comparison j 
with the gophers, rats, mice and other) 
destructive vermin killed 
;by these 


nocturnal birds. She- even gave a good 
name to the chicken hawks, and hen 
hawks, which eat a vast amount of 
small animals injurious to the ranch- 
er, but of court1 c, admitted that the 
hawks are also predatory upon the 
barn-yard fowls. The shrike, or butch- 
er-bird, so hated by nearly everyone 
for its cruel methods in killing small 
birds and hanging them on barbed 
wire fences and branches of dead 
trees, was spoken of by the speaker 
as having been given it bad name that 
was not wholly deserved. .Miss Libby 
said she used to abhor the very name 
of the shrike, until she got an oppor- 
tunity of studying the bird, when she 
found that this bird is a very busy 
hunter upon small vermin, anil that 
the birds killed are very small in per- 
centage. She gave a good name to the 
wood-pecker family, stating that these 
birds are able to feed upon the grubs 
and worms beneath the bark of trees 
where other birds cannot get at them, 
and that the so-called damaging of 
trees by wood-peckers is almost .whol- 
ly a. false statement, as he only bores 


ing in gardens, and that one rancher 
told her a certain bird has been dis- 
covered picking holes in watermelons. 
It was proved by an examination of 
the stomachs of the birds he had shot 
that the birds were feeding upon 
grubs that were at work in the ground 
beneath the watermelons. 


Of all the hundreds of kinds of 


birds in California, there are only six 
kinds that are condemned Tjy the 
state authorities. 
Miss Libby named 


and showed these birds, but their 
names signify nothing in an article 
of this kind, and if the reader is inter- 
ested, Miss Libby will carefully name, 
classify and show pictures through 
prepared literature, in such a manner 
that, these birds can be always recog- 
nized. 


Miss Libby made a short talk on 


what the commission is doing in stock- 
ing the waters of California, with fish, 
anil she also had a large and beau- 
tifully illustrated book on this sub- 
ject, which will be sent free to any- 
one applying for it. This book has 
an interesting account of the killing 
of mountain lions in the state, telling 
of the twenty dollar bounty which has 
done good work in cleaning out the 
mountain lion, thus allowing the deer 
to increase 
in 
such places, for in- 


stance, as Mendocino county. A moun- 
tain lion has 
been known to kill as 


many as fifteen full-grown deer in one 
week. It is easy to see how necessary 
it is to place a big bounty on the 
lives of these destructive wild beasts. 
The letters from old hunters, printed 
in this book, are as interesting as any- 
thing written to entertain. How trout 
are raised at the fish hatchery at Sis- 
son and other places is told, with fine 
color photographs as illustrations, and 
there is also a good account of the 
raising of wild turkeys, phenants and 
other game birds at the state game 
farm.

WOLGUM'S SEARCH FAILS. 


Climate of Florida 
Kills White Fly 


Parasite After Being Brought Here 


At Great Expense. 


Word has been received in Whit- 


tier that the exhaustive three year 
search of Professor R. S. Wolgum, 
government entomologist through In- 
dia, China, Japan and the Philippines 
for the white fly and its control which 
resulted in the discovery of both in 
the heart of India, has been frustrat- 
ed by the death of the control in Flori- 
da, where Wolgnui had transplanted 
the India bugs. Wolgum started on 
his world search of the fly and its 
control from Whittier. 


The white fly is a citrus pest which 


affects the.groves of Florida. There 
was not control tor this pest in Amer- 
ica and sixteen months ago the gov- 
ernment sent Wolgum to search for 
anything that would kill the fly.
